Polyester stumps

DEAR POLLY — My daughter-in-law and I both have 
spots on cream-colored polyester blouses and on a light 
pink and white plaid jacket and cannot remove them They 
seem to be ordinary spots like light grease or perhaps from 
cola drinks or coffee I would like to know how others 
remove such spots from polyester fabrics These were ex­ 
pensive garments and neither spot spraying nor soap 
helped - MRS K B 
DEAR MRS. E R - Synthetic fabrics have a tendency to 
retain oily stains so must be pretreated before being 
laundered. Try putting liquid detergent right on the spots 
and let it stand for a few minutes. Often a grease solvent is 
required. 
One maker of laundry products suggests putting the stain 
face down, apply dry cleaning fluid to the back, brush from 
the center out with a clean white cloth. Dampen with water 
and rub in a light duty liquid detergent. If the garments 
have already been laundered it might be necessary to take 
them to a dry cleaner for removal of the stains. — POLLY

Not long ago the President 
and many economic com ­ 
mentators myself included- 
were calling for a balanced 
federal budget. Now w e’re 
supporting the concept of a 
tax cut that may result in a 
$40-$60 billion budget deficit. 
Inconsistent? Not really. 
When 
the econom y 
is 
boom ing, federal budget 
d eficits cau se 
inflation. 
When the economy is un­ 
dergoing a serious recession 
d eficits 
are not 
so 
in­ 
flationary, and can help end 
the recession. 
Until recently, I was not 
convinced that the recession 
was serious enough to justify 
r i s k i n g 
i n f l a t i o n a r y 
measures to fight it. Now, I 
am . 
The 
ch allenge, 
of 
course, is to design the anti­ 
recession 
program 
to 
minimize its adverse impact 
on inflation 
There are two ways to 
incur 
a deficit: 
Increase 
federal spending or cut 
taxes. 
In the past, we have often 
increased federal spending 
to combat recessions and 
then 
discovered 
that 
Congress is unwilling to cut 
back federal programs once 
they have grown, even when 
economic conditions change 
Further, as government-at 
all levels-claim s an ever 


larger share of the national 
income (probably 50 percent 
five or ten years from now), 
it 
becom es 
increasingly 
difficult for the relatively 
smaller private sector to 
take care of itself and 
government too 
A tax cut, on the other 
hand, can produce the sam e 
stim ulative effect as in­ 
creased 
federal 
spending, 
plus two other important# 
advantages: 
First, it returns some of 
our monev to us to use as we 
wish. There s a lot to be said 
for that 
Second, a tax cut does not 
result in the creation of new 
f e d e r a l 
d e p a r t m e n t s , 
bureaus, 
agen cies 
and 
programs -ail with bloated 
budgets and all as im ­ 
possible to get rid of as that 
hardy relic, the federal 
Board of Tea Tasters 
It will probably take us 
about a vear to work our way 
out of the recession. At that 
point, we will get the bill for 
the cost of the rescue effort- 
exp ressed 
in 
additional 
inflation 
If w e’re careful, 
that bill doesn’t have to be 
too big to pay.
